The  iccond 
is  the  development  of  eventa  and 
their  kcaring  on  the  potMbUttr  of  a 
general  election  during  tlic  present 
year.  The  third  is  the  renewed  at 
tempt  by  the  Oo»er»me«t  to  bring 
nbout  the  construction  of  a  thoujatv" 
miles  of  branch  lines  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  at  a  cost  of  $40,000 
per  mile.  The  fourth  is  the  character 
of  the  Redistribution  BUI,  a  measure 
Ufcually  passed  in  a  session  which  pro 
ceeds  til*  dUsohition  of  a  parliament 
The  Government  has  given  *omc 
promise  of  eOccting  reductions  in 
administrative  costs,  but,  if  there  is 
a  general  election  in  tlic  ofTing,  the 
promise  is  not  likely  to  be  foUowcd 
by  performanee  for  the  tim*  baiag. 
There no  definife  assurance  of  re- 
duced taxation,  and  if.  as  anticipated 
a  sop  is  to  b*  thrown  to  «h«  Pro- 
gressive* so  'as  to  InMirc  iheir  con 
tinucd  support  that  sop  must  be  in 
the  way  of  further  tarig  rednctioBa 
which  will  aggravau-tlie  aifacinty  df 
relieving  taxation. 

The  Government  meets  Parliament 
redtKcd  in  atrength  as  compared  with 
laat  acMloi^  Sir  I.onier  Gouin,  olK  of 
the  moat  powerful  of  Liberal  Min- 
isters, ia  no  tonger  a  member  of  tlx 
Cabinet.  Mr.  \V.  l-icldinR  will  be 
absent  from  the  House  of  Commons 
through  ill  health.  The  Oorammcnt's 
negotiations  with  the  I'mgresiiivel 
with  a  view  to  securing  their  support 
have  not  advanced  to  the  point  where 
the  agrarian  party  is  willinR  to 
accept  Cabinet  representation.  Many 
signs  indicate  that  Mr.  Utekeneie 
King  and  hi*  colleagues  have  been 
disrussinj;  seriously  the  problem  of 
an  election  this  year  but  probably 
their  viewpoint  is  that  they  will  wait 

and  see  what  the  present  '  will 
bring  forth  before  reaching  4.  u<  <  ibion. 
Judging  by  tha  wave  of  feelinp 
againbt  the  present  higli  taxation  and 
^aatcful  administrative  costs  it  is  the 
question  of  finances  that  will  con- 
stitute  tbt  iMue  in  any  Kf'"';'' 
tion  of  the  inrocdiate  future.  Upon 
'what  the  Liberal  Government  may 
be  able  to  do  to  ameliorate  the  bur- 
den of  the  people  by  actual  legislation 
their  chances  ff  a  successful  appeal 
will  defend.  Vuring  the  present  ses- 
sion, although  in  a  tr<  hniral  minority 
in  the  House,  the  supporters  of  Mr., 
Mackmisaa  Kiajf  can  rtly  on  suffi- 
cient Progressive  suppiTt  t  >  enable 
them  to  carry  on  the  government  of 
the  country. 

BURNLEY  BY-ELECTIOM 

Mr.  Arthur  Henderson  .the  British 
Home  Seci'ctary.  has  won  a  very 
handsome  victory  in  the  Burnley  by- 
clcction;  indeed  his  majority  it  more 
substantial  than  Ins  warmest  sup- 
porters hoped  it  would  be.  It  is  true 
Rtirnley  was  .i  Labor  ronstitucnry  at 
the  general  oicction,  but  then  Labor 
won  in  a  thrcc-com'ered  content  and 
without  ft  aiajority  <  1  tin  ^  'tcs  cast. 
Now,  in  a'  itraight  fight,  Mr.  Hen- 
derson has  secured  a  majority  of 
.over  7,000,  which  is  a  matter  of  con- 
gratulation to  himself  and  to  his 
party.  The  tacit  alliance  of  the  Lib- 
crala  with  the  Laborites  apparently 

s-preads  beyond  the  conrincs  of  I'ar- 
liament,  for  Mr.  Henderson  must 
have  secured  substamtal  Liberal 
nippi">rt  to  will  Mil  h  a  \  u  tory  The 
Liberals  had  to  decide  at  liurnley 
whether  they  wanted  Mr.  Henderson 

to  win,  Off  loae  the  seat  to  th«  Com 
aemtivct.  They  chose  in  an  em- 
phatic way  that  Labor  should  retain 
the  seat.  It  is,  perliaps,  a  graceful 
thing  that  the  first  Labor  Cabinet 
member  to  coate|t  an  election  alMHild 
be  returned.  Tha  coaaeption  of  the 
country  is  that  the  present  Govern-

TKADE  WITH  RUSilA 

Under  existing  economic  condi- 
tions in  Russia  the  possibility  of 
Britain  building  up  trade  with  that 
ooimtry  »»  somewhat  slim.  At  present 
in  Russia  the  prices  of  grain  and 
otlier  produces  of  the  villages  do  not 
correspond  with  the  prices  of  manu- 
factured goods.  The  price  of  gram 
is  lower  than  before  the  war  and  the 
()rices  of  manufaitiircd  goods  are 
several  times  higher.  This  means 
that  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
peasantry  is  very  small.  The  dis- 
crepancy between  the  prices  of  pro- 
duce of  the  towns  and  villages  has 
reduced  the  internal  market  fo  a  con- 
siderable degree,  and  the  village 
market  is  still  narrower  than  the 
urban.  The  town  population  in 
RnsMa  is  lO.IXlO.OOO  and  the  villaRe 
pupulatiuii  1^,000,000.  Last  year  70 
per  cent  of  the  manufactured  goods 

were  disposed  of  in  the  towns  and 
only  JO  per  cent  in  the  villages.  Be- 
fore trade  can  b£  developed  there 
must  be  an  increase  in  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  l^iissiaii  peas- 
antry, for  without  them  there  is  no 
Russian  market  worth  while  for  out- 
side cotiiitries. 

The  late  M.  Lenin  was  following 
the  path  of  concessions  to  private 
enterprise.  Indeed  it  was  he  who 
ntroduccd  the  new  economft  policy 
so  that  Communism  should  remain 
in  power.  The  present  Cefitrah  Com- 
mittee of  the  Soviet  regime  larks  M 
Lenin's  authority,  if  The  London 
Timet  «is  to  be  believed.    He  was 

aiminp  to.solvc  the  problem  of  Jink- 
ing up  the  villages  and  the  towns  by 
a  process  of  industrial  development. 
I'hc  prices  of  grain  are  dependent 
upon  the  pressure  of  the  Soviet  in- 
stitutions for  the  collection  of  th: 
corn  tax.  At  present  the  towns  arc 
being  fed  to  a  great  extent  with  the 
grain  distributed  by  the  Soviet  Gov- 
ernn^ent  in  rations,  and  grain  for 
export  is  beinp  hoiiRht  by  that  Gov- 
ernment at  a  more  or  less  compul- 
sory price.  The  peasantry  '  sui'ftert 
throiiRh  the  efforts  of  the  Soviet 
Cjovernment  to  manage  the  entire 
economic  system  of  Rttfsia  without 
aftording  any  scope  to  private  ihitia 
tive.  So  long  as  the  peasantry  re- 
mains poor  there  is  going  to  be 
difficbliy  for  any  country  it^  the  boild- 
mg  up  of  trade  with  Russia.

■\  nujoiity  ui  tbc  proviaoct  of 
Canada  experimented  with  prohibi 
ti  'n  of  the  Ikjuot  traffic  .iii'!  thr  cx- 
pcrimcols  failed  to  accompbsh  the 
resoHa  desired.  The  province  of

prohibition,  and  the  experiment  is 
provinr  a  aMat  palpable  faihn'e.  The 
people  of  Ontario  are  getting  liquor 
and  ooaanauog  it— probably  just 
as  much  of  It  per  head  of  the  popu- 
lation as  the  people  of  any  other 
province  in  the  Dominion.  Ontario 
is  afanoat  tart  to  >dopt  the  principle 
of  government  control  a.nd  sale  of 
liquor  just  as  soon  as  the  people  of 
it  are  giren  an  opportunity  to  pro- 
!  c  their  opinion.  I'tidet  l;  ,  iri- 
mcut  control  the  people  will  be  able 
to  procure  good  liquor,  an<l  aecord- 
in^  to  all  competent  and  unbiassed 
authorities  there  is  anch  a  commodity 
to  be  procnred.  Mnch  of  the  liquor 
consumed  under  prohibition  is  the 
most  insidious  kind  of  poison. 

The*  people  of  the  Umtnl  Mates 
also  have  adopted  a  system  of  pro- 
hibition. That  system  has  been  given 
a  thorough  trial,  and  competent,  un 
biased  authorities  maintain  that  that 
systanKhas  proved  an  abject  failure. 
M'r.  Arthur  Brisbane,  a  most  interest- 
ing writer  and  commentator  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  his  daily 
contributions  appear  in  the  Hearst 
newspapers,  a  journalist  who  has 
special  opportunities  for  -observation 
as  he  spends  a  SJf'^^  deal  of  his  time 
travelling,  says  President  Coolidge 
could  not  make  the  United  States  dry 
if  he  used  the  United  States  navy  and 
the  United  States  army  in  an  effort 
to  do  it.  He  furthermore  declares* 
that  the  effect  of  such  prohibition  as 
they  have  over  there  is  extremely 
pernicious  in  its  moral  and  physical 
effects. 


Here  is  Mr.  Brisbane's  comment  in 

part ; 

"This  country  is  firmly  settled  on 
a  basis '  of  bootleg  whisky,  and  the 
question  is.  What  can  b«  done  about 

it?  . 

"It  was  predicted,  when  prohibi 

tion  stirtrd,  that  hardened  whisky 
drinkers  woijdd  get  whisky  some- 
how, of  course.  But  they  would  die 
off,  poisoned,  and  then  the  >omig 
people  would  grow  up  free  of  alco- 
hol and  dear  "in  thonght.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  young  people,  millions 
of  them,  are  growing  up  with  a 
whisky  flask  on  the  hip,  many  of 
them  drunk  night  after  night^and 
every  head  of  a  school  for  boys  and 
girls  knows  it. 

"The  effects  of  bootleg  whisky  and 
of  green  badly  made  whisky  from 
abroad  begin  to  show  already  in 
young  children.  Conditions  are 
made  worse  by  bad  moral  condi 
tions  that  go  with  contempt  for  law." 

1'hc  reasons  for  the  failure  of  pro 
hihition  are  easily  understood  by 
people  who  have  lived  long  enough 
in  this  world  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  peculiarities  of  human  na- 
ture. If  you  undertake  to  tell  men 
and  women  that  they  must  not  do 
certain  things  that  common  sense 
tells  them  there  can  be  no  harm  in 
doing  if  they  have  complete  control 
of  t^jemselves,  as  all  normal  men  and 
women  should  have,  public  resent- 
ment will  be  aroused  and  the  law 
which  gives  offence  to  manhrmd  and 
womanhood  will  be  violated.  I'hc 
people  of  Canada  are  fortunate  in  the 
fact  that  when  they  find  they  have 
made  a  mistake  in  lawmaking,  that 

error  can  readily  be  corrected. 
•    •  • 

The  British  North  America  Act, 
which  is  the  Canadian  constttiitioii, 
says  nothing  on  the  subject  of  pro- 
hibition. It  does  give  the  various  pro- 
vinces the  right  of  (!ealif«  uitii  tlic 
liquor  traffic  as  the  majority  of  the 
people  of  those  provinces  deem  to  be 

right,  just  and  eqnitahie.  I'mhihi- 
tion  has  been  written  into  the  United 
States  constitution,  and  apparently 
nothing  short  of  a  rtvolu'ioii  can 
now  erase  it.  Consequently  if  it  is 
true,  as  Mr.  Brisbane  says,  that  all 
the  fore-  Ifli.nd  the  United  .Stalo 
army  and  the  United  States  navy  aan- 
not  make  the  country  dry,  and  that 
the  attempt  to  enforce  the  of 
pro'aibition  r>',cr  there  '«  bringmm^all 
law  into  contempt  (which  appears  to 
be  a  fact,  for  the  nation  was  never 
so  lawless  as  it  is  at  the  present 
time),  our  neighbors  are  in  for  a  most 
interesting  time.
